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Rifles return home 



THOUSANDS lined the streets of Dorch¬ 
ester on Wednesday to welcome the mem¬ 
bers of A Company 4th Battalion Rifles as 
they marched through the county town to 
celebrate their return from Afghanistan. 

More than 3,000 people, many waving 
Union Jacks, showed their support as they 
clapped and cheered their heroes dressed 
in their desert combat uniforms, around 
the route. 

The Rifles returned to their barracks at 
Bulford on Salisbury Plain at the end of 
April following a gruelling six month tour 
of the trouble-torn country which tragi¬ 
cally resulted in the deaths of five mem¬ 
bers of their company. 

Around 150 officers and soldiers led by 
their Company Commander, Major 
Richard Streatfeild, attended a private 
Service of Commemoration in St Peter’s 
Church accompanied by bereaved fami¬ 
lies, the Lord Lieutenant of Dorset, Mrs

Valerie Lane-Fox Pitt-Rivers, the Lord 
Lieutenant of Dorset, the Hon Timothy 
Palmer and The Mayor of Dorchester, 
Councillor Leslie Phillips. 

Led by the Salamanca Band of the Ri¬ 
fles, the soldiers marched from Poundbury 
Barracks to near the War Memorial at the 
bottom of South Street, where the mayor 
addressed them. 

He told the huge crowd thronging the 
streets what an honour it was to see A 
company 4 Rifles in the town, and how 
much everyone appreciated the excellent 
job they had done in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

“Many of you will have been present in 
September 2007 when the then-Mayor 
and councillors welcomed members of 
The Rifles to Dorchester to receive the 
freedom of the town, continuing a tradi-

PROUD Welshman Jim Thomas is a key part in 
the community having taught at The 
Woodroffe School in Lyme Regis for over three 
decades. 

He has also been a part of several sporting 
teams in the town as well as volunteering for 
the RNLI for a number of years. 

Mr Thomas is happy to be living in an area, 
which he says has "stunning scenery and won¬ 
derful people" where he can live out his pas¬ 
sion of teaching geography and enjoying the 
benefits of living by the sea. 


■ HOW long have you been working at The 
Woodroffe School for? 

I arrived down here on a one year temporary post in 1975 
to teach geography and I’m still here. So, 35-years later 
and I’m still at The Woodroffe School. 

■ WHAT kind of things have you done during your 
35 years at the school? 

As I progressed I was able to move up professionally. I 
was firstly in charge on geology and introduced this sub¬ 
ject to the timetable. After that I became head of geog¬ 
raphy. I then became head of faculty, which was 
geography, history and business studies. When the fac¬ 
ulty system was abandend, I wrote the timetable for a 
year, but I really wasn’t very keen on that. After that, I 
became Head of Sixth Form and an assistant head, for 
the last five years. 

■ IF you could change one thing about the school, 
what would it be? 

I would like for there to be more room. And I would love 
to have the swimming pool back. I miss the swimming 
pool, it was great for the summertime, and was very im¬ 
portant for the students to keep fit. Although I understand 
the economic issues that came with it. 

■ WHAT is your favourite thing about Lyme? 

My favourite thing about Lyme I think is the people, in 
both Lyme and Uplyme. All the people I have worked 
with, met, and all past and present students who work in 
the restaurants or in the shops and pubs, are all so pleased 
to see me. I always feel very blessed that this is the situ¬ 
ation. 

■ How long were you voluntering for the RNLI? 

I spent 21 years in the RNLI on the lifeboat. I joined in 
1980 because I’ve always loved the sea. I wanted to vol¬ 
unteer and put something in to the community. I’ve spent 
the past few years as senior helm. 



■ WHAT would you say were the best and worst 
things about being in the RNLI? 

I loved the comradery and the adrenaline buzz I got from 
attending shouts. My favourite thing without a doubt had 
to be the training. Challenging myself in rough sea con¬ 
ditions had to be one part I really enjoyed. The worst 
thing, undoubtly was the search for lost people or even 
people that had drowned. I still see the people that we had 
picked up after they had been in the sea for two or three 
weeks, particularly then reporting back to their relations. 
That really had to be the hardest thing. 
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■ DO you have any interesting stories from your 
time with the RNLI? 

Probably the scariest one was a while back. We were 
called really early on a calm summer morning and there 
was a really heavy mist with a visabilty of about five me¬ 
tres. We had a shout to look for a boat that had been lost 
of the coast of Seatown. Then we saw an object, which 
we thought was a person floating in the water, but turned 
out to be a Mickey Mouse balloon caught up on a log. So 
it was case of your heart thumping awayand feeling quite 
scared when actually it was only a balloon there, so it was 
funny at the same time. 

■ IF you could invite three people to a dinner party, 
who would they be? 

Definitely Nelson Mandela, I think he’s wonderful and I 
have great respect for him and he would be terrific to talk 
to. I would also have to have Gareth Edwards there, they 
would probably get along, and he is a great Welsh scrum 
half who has always been one of my heroes. Finally, 
Jenny Agutter from The Railway Children and Walka¬ 
bout. 

If you were stranded on a desert island what three 
things would you take with you? 

Definitely some sort of music system as I just love music. 
I would like to take my ear plugs because I spend a lot of 
time in the water sailing and swimming so I get terrible 
earache where my ears get blocked up and I can’t hear 
the music. And the last thing would have to be a supply 
of red wine and if I could bring something else I would 
bring good quality welsh bitter as I do like my pint and a 
glass of wine.

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Osteoporosis experts in town 


A NUMBER of interna¬ 
tionally renowned ex¬ 
perts were guest speakers 
at the annual Osteoporo¬ 
sis Dorset Medical Con¬ 


ference held at Dorset 
County Hospital. 

Almost 100 profession¬ 
als attended the event 
under the title “Manag¬ 


ing Osteoporosis” held at 
the Rheumatology De¬ 
partment which was 
opened by Dr Jeffrey Ell- 
wood, chairman of the 


hospital. 

The event was timed to 
coincide with National 
Osteoporosis Awareness 
month. 

Osteoporosis Dorset is 
a local charity that pro¬ 
vides education about 
bone health and informa¬ 
tion and support to those 
with osteoporosis across 
Dorset. 

Osteoporosis is a condi¬ 
tion that most often af¬ 
fects the elderly and 
older women in particu¬ 
lar. As bones become 
more brittle, they are 
more prone to fracture 
following a minor slip or 
trip. 

Osteoporosis costs the 
UK health economy over 
£1.8billion per annum. 

It is a silent condition 
until the individual suf¬ 
fers their first fracture. 
However, the conse¬ 
quences of that fracture 
can be catastrophic, with 
one quarter of older peo¬ 
ple not able to return to 
independent living fol¬ 
lowing a hip fracture. 

Osteoporosis is diag¬ 
nosed on the basis of a 
DXA scan. 

Dorset County Hospital 
acquired a state of the art 
scanner in 2006 and the 
rheumatology team have 
been diagnosing and 
treating osteoporosis ever 
since, meaning a shorter 
trip for patients in West 
Dorset. 

They work closely with 
Osteoporosis Dorset on a 


day-to-day basis, provid¬ 
ing education on osteo¬ 
porosis diagnosis and 
management for health 
care professionals and 


patients alike.

Toy importer prosecuted 

AN importer of toys who supplied a Dorchester retailer 
with an unsafe wooden toy train has been prosecuted by 
Dorset County Council’s Trading Standards service. 

On June 17th at Weymouth Magistrates’ Court, Orange 
Tree Toys Ltd of Cheltenham, Gloucester, pleaded guilty 
to an offence under the Consumer Protection Act 1987 of 
supplying toy wooden animal trains to a retailer in Dorch¬ 
ester. 

The toy trains did not meet the requirements of the Toy 
(Safety Regulations) 1995. Orange Tree Toys Ltd were 
fined £1,500 and ordered to pay prosecution costs of 
£600. 

Paul Carter, Divisional Trading Standards Manager for 
Dorset County Council, said: “We are pleased with the 
outcome of this case. This matter was of concern due to 
the potential danger posed by these items. 

“Consumers may be unaware that a product recall was 
issued and we would urge anyone who has purchased a 
toy wooden animal train and trailer made by Orange Tree 
Toys Ltd not to use it. 

“This case also highlights the importance of suppliers 
of goods ensuring that items comply with current safety 
legislation before they put them on the market.”

tion going back to 1946. 

“Since the Freedom was granted the Regiment has been 
committed, almost without a break, to operations firstly 
in Iraq and more recently in Afghanistan. You have 
earned yourselves a reputation second to none and I am 
immensely proud that Dorchester is one of a number of 
towns in your ‘supporters club’ which has followed your 
progress with interest. 

“Progress is being made in Afghanistan thanks in no 
small measure to your efforts and we are extremely proud 
of what you have achieved.” 

He also paid tribute to the five soldiers who had lost 
their lives and those injured whilst on duty. 

“It is right that we celebrate your achievements while 
on active service, but it is at least as important that we re¬ 
member that they did not come without cost. As I speak 
the Regiment has lost 53 members killed in action and 
many more have been severely wounded. The Memorial 
Service held this morning in St Peter’s Church both cel¬ 
ebrated A Company’s homecoming and remembered the 
five members of the Company who did not return. I am 
proud to read out their names so that we all know of their 
sacrifice: Rifleman Samuel Bassett, Rifleman Peter 
Aldridge, Rifleman Martin Kingett, Rifleman Carlo Apo- 


lis and Lance Corporal Thomas Keogh. 

“We will remember them and think of their families and 
friends, many of whom have joined us today.” 

He also paid tribute to Councillor Molly Rennie who 
had organised the sending of over 2,000 comfort boxes 
to the troops in Afghanistan, as well as a number of cash 
donations which she presented to Care For Casualties at 
a ceremony later in the day.

People First, five have a 


WITH June seeing Na¬ 
tional Volunteers’ Week 
and National Carers’ 
Week, many organisations 
are taking the opportunity 
to thank their helpers and 
raise the profile of the 
work they do. 

One such organisation is 
Dorset People First, a user 
led organisation set up by 
people with learning dis¬ 
abilities. 

Help and support is 
given to members to speak 
up about their needs, en¬ 
abling them to live their 
lives to the full. They en¬ 
sure those with learning 
disabilities play an integral 
part in decisions made by 
the agencies and service 
providers that affect their 
lives. 

Workshops are run on a 
wide range of subjects in¬ 
cluding being safe in the 
community, independent 


living, leisure and trans¬ 
port. 

Some members have 
very high support needs, 
and they develop appropri¬ 
ate communication meth¬ 
ods to help them, such as 
makaton signs and Braille. 

Dorset People First run 
several projects, and peo¬ 
ple with learning disabili¬ 
ties take part in and work 
on all of them. They pro¬ 
mote the views of people 
with learning disabilities 
through consultation, sur¬ 
veys, meetings and the 
Dorset Forum. 

Two people who have 
learning disabilities are 
employed to work part 
time in the office, help 
present workshops, inter¬ 
view staff, and to lead and 
take part in meetings. Of 
the ten trustees of Dorset 


learning disability. 

Dorset People Forum 
First involves people with 
learning disabilities from 
across the county, attend¬ 
ing regional meetings and 
discussing things that mat¬ 
ter to them. Elected repre¬ 
sentatives meet once a 
month as the Making 
Changes Committee and 
ensure issues raised by 
members are effectively 
dealt. 

Dorset People First listen 
to Forum members and 
provide money for projects 
that will make a real differ¬ 
ence to people’s lives a 
successful example of 
which is Just Say. 

This is a project based at 
Dorset People First which 
supports young disabled 
people in setting up Speak¬ 


ing Up groups to help them 
develop listening and com¬ 
munication skills, learn 
how to work together as a 
team, and build confidence 
and self esteem. Eleven of 
these groups are in schools, 
and one in a college. 

The Friendship Club is 
the newest of the projects 
run by Dorset People First. 
This has created more op¬ 
portunities for friendship 
and social events within 
local communities. 

Activities include visit¬ 
ing pubs, ten pin bowling, 
and attending the theatre, 
community events and 
workshops. Over 370 
adults with learning dis¬ 
abilities have taken part in 
events across Dorset, and 
there are currently Friend¬ 
ship Clubs running in sev¬ 
eral towns including 
Dorchester, and Bridport, 

The club has one part 
time co-ordinator, so relies 
on volunteers to support 
the running of these events. 
It has been very encourag¬ 
ing to see those with learn¬ 
ing difficulties grow in 
confidence, make new 
friends, and become more 
visible and accepted within 
their local community. 

Dorset People First as a 
whole work incredibly 
hard to raise a positive pro¬ 
file in the community and 
increase opportunities for 
the people they help.

DORSET Primary CareTrust has passed a recent inspec¬ 
tion from the Care Quality Commission (CQC). 

The inspection took place on May 19th and focused on 
infection control and cleanliness. The CQC found no 
cause for concern at any of the locations that were vis¬ 
ited.

Prospective candidates for this voluntary post should 
be committed to the values of World Heritage and 
have expertise that can help deliver the aims of the 
site’s management plan. They should have excellent 
communications skills and experience of chairing 
multi-partner committees. Ideally, they should also 
have a knowledge of and passion for the Jurassic 
Coast. 

Jurassic Coast World Heritage Site team leader, Sam 
Rose, said: “This is a unique opportunity for someone 
to play a leading role in the protection, conservation 
and presentation of 185 milli on years of the Earth’s 


history. 

“The partnership’s success is measured by its ability 
to deliver the aims of its management plan and the 
chairperson will play a key leadership and champion 
role in support of this.” 

While the post is voluntary, all appropriate expenses 
will be reimbursed. The closing date for applications 
for the role is Friday, July 30th 2010.

Qj Living the Olympic dream 




R ealising he had 

the potential to be a 
good athlete, Paul 
Blake became frustrated by 
the lack of specialist 
coaching available for him 
to progress. That wasn’t 
any reflection on Dorch¬ 
ester Athletics Club where 
Paul had been training for 
a year; it was a fact that 
they had no experience 
coaching disabled athletes. 

In his frustration he de¬ 
cided to do something 
about it and found a race at 
Crystal Palace for disabled 
runners, and promptly reg¬ 
istered himself for it. 

He turned up on the day 
to find that he was the only 
runner for the 800 metres. 
Despite this the organisers 
still asked him to run, and 
he returned an excellent 
time of 2.19 minutes in 
front of 3,000 spectators. 

Two days later he re¬ 
ceived a letter from UK 
Athletics Paralympic Head 
Coach Peter Eriksson 
inviting him to be part of 
the development pro¬ 
gramme for the 2012 
Olympic team. 

He currently trains at 
Bath University three-days 
a week with two current 
world record holders; Ben 
Rushgrove, the 

men’s 100m and 200m 
champion in the T36 cate¬ 
gory, and Katrina Hart,

PAUL BLAKE was born a quadriplegic but tells how, despite his disabilities, 
he stands on the threshold of attaining one of the greatest sporting feats, 
thanks to the love and support of his family and his own determination. 


who holds the same titles 
in the women’s T37 cate¬ 
gory; under the guidance 
of Rob Elchuck, who be¬ 
lieves he has the potential 
to win gold in both the 
800m and 1,500m. 

This story is even more 
remarkable because it was 
only last August that he 
took to running seriously. 
Prior to that, despite being 
fiercely competitive, he 
felt that he had been ig¬ 
nored because of his dis¬ 
ability even though he was 
often better than able bod¬ 
ied sportsmen. 

Twenty-year-old Paul’s 
story is even more incredi¬ 
ble because he was bom a 
quadriplegic, and given lit¬ 
tle chance of survival. 

He was bom fifteen min¬ 
utes after his identical twin 
brother, Alex, weighing 
just under two kilos. The 
cord was round his neck, 
he wasn’t breathing and 
was very limp and pale. He 
had suffered a massive 
haemorrhage sometime be¬ 
fore his birth as a result of 
a condition known as Twin 
to Twin Transfusion Syn¬ 
drome (TTTS). Before 26 


weeks this is normally 
fatal. The twins were born 
at 36 weeks which gave 
them a better chance of sur¬ 
vival, but the acute nature 
of the syndrome meant that 
there was a higher risk of 
handicaps. 

His brain was also 
starved of oxygen for eight 
hours during the first 24 
hours of his life, suggesting 
he might be severely men¬ 
tally disabled as well. 

Over the first week Paul 
developed many extreme 
conditions including scle¬ 
rema, a potentially fatal 
condition where the fat tis¬ 
sues in the body harden, 
and acute renal failure. He 
suffered fits and apnoea 
and was given a very poor 
prognosis. 

His mother Kate said: “I 
had many discussions with 
both God and his consult¬ 
ant and it was decided that 
the outcome needed to be 
miraculous!” 

His father admitted: 
“Having had three other 
children, all bom healthy, I 
underestimated the degree 
of severity and didn’t re¬ 
alise it was life threatening

initially.” 

Every day Paul became a 
little stronger and after two 
weeks it became obvious 
he wasn’t going to die but 
that he had a number of 
problems. 

Alex was not without his 
problems either. The strain 
on his heart from having 
too much blood in his 
body nearly caused his 
heart to fail but jaundice 
took over in the nick of 
time and broke down the 
blood cells. 

A year later Alex, had 
overcome most of his ail¬ 
ments, whilst Paul re¬ 
mained sickly. 

For the next few years 
the family lived in a state 
of half denial and half in 
developing and delivering 
an intense programme of 
physical and emotional ex¬ 
ercise. The whole family, 
including Paul’s other sib¬ 
lings, Laura (now 29), 
Ellie (25) and Billy (23), 
joined in, spending hours 
manually exercising Paul’s 
limbs and then later en¬ 
couraging him to stand in 
the correct position and 
stroking him with soft 
paint bmshes either side of 
his spine to stimulate his 
neurological pathways, 
and wiggling his toes. 

Dad recalled: “We all 
used to massage and ma¬ 
nipulate all parts of his 
body and forced him to 
move around, and we are 
convinced this helped 
clear 75 per cent of his fu¬ 
ture problems.” 

He also had to wear spe¬ 
cial built up boots to help 
correctly align the bones 
and support the arches in 
his feet, and dad recalled 
with a chuckle: “They 
were made in Holland and 
were by far the best thing 
we had for him.” 

Paul had a normal up¬ 
bringing, and was not al¬ 
lowed to sit things out. His 
brothers and sisters treated 
him in exactly the same 
way as they did each other 
- often teasing, but never 
allowing him to play the 
“disabled card”. 

In fact, he took part in all 
their races on the beach, 
despite being practically 
unable to walk, and 
later, because he was un¬ 
able to ride a bike 
and wobbled too 
much when sitting on their 
saddles, they made him 
run behind them when 
going to visit friends. 

Kate said: “This was the 
start of his endurance 
training - although we did¬ 
n’t know it at the time. We 
were all pretty merciless 
when it came to his odd, 
physical movements but 
we continued to refuse to 
accept that he wouldn’t 
‘get better’ despite obvi¬ 
ous neurological signs. It 
wasn’t until an educa¬ 


tional psychologist sug¬ 
gested that Cerebral 
Palsy could be the cause 
of his problems that we 
began to accept his condi¬ 
tion.” 

It was not only his par¬ 
ents that were in denial of 
his problems, Paul also 
wouldn’t accept help. 

“I wanted to prove my¬ 
self, but people were look¬ 
ing at me in a different 
way because of my dis¬ 
abilities. I was adamant I 
didn’t need help,” he said. 

The family had moved 
down to Blandford from 
London three years before 
the twins were born, and 
they attended the normal 
primary schools, before 
moving to Milldown Mid¬ 
dle School. 

Both Paul and Alex ex¬ 
celled at most sports, and 
Paul became very frus¬ 
trated when he was over¬ 
looked at the expense of 
his able-bodied rivals. 

He recalls his time as a 
goalie at the age of 13 or 
14, when he was never se¬ 
lected for the school team 
despite being equal in 
ability to two other lads. 

Said Paul: “My kicking 
was not as strong as theirs, 
but I was equal to them 
otherwise, but I was never 
selected. Yet I played in 
goal for Blandford Rovers 
youth team and we won 
the league; the only time 
in the seven years that 
they had achieved it, so I 
couldn’t have been too 
bad.” 

Soon after they were 
forced to relocate to Ab- 
botsbury when a proposed 
move for the family to 
India to run a bed-and- 
breakfast establishment 
fell through at the last 
minute and they had al¬ 
ready sold their house in 
Blandford. 

Paul continued to excel 
in all sports. His first real 
success in athletics was 
winning the Della Jones 
Mile whilst at Milldown 
where he won by a huge 
distance against able bod¬ 
ied runners. His friend 
James Baker persuaded 
him to join Wimborne 
Athletics Club where he 
trained in middle distance 
running for a year, but his 
perceived prejudice 
against disabled people 
and lack of specialist 
training discouraged him 
from building on the suc¬ 
cess, so he turned to roller 
blading. 

“A new skatepark 
opened and I decided to 
take it up and really en¬ 
joyed it,” he said. 

He also became inter¬ 
ested in basketball and 
joined Bridport with his 
brother Alex, again some¬ 
thing he really enjoyed, al¬ 
though he wasn’t selected 
that often, unlike his 
brother. 

Alex in fact looks like he 
might emulate his 
brother’s exceptional 
sporting prowess, but in 
basketball. He was noticed 
by Filton College Bristol 



Academy of Sport, home 
of the Basketball Acad¬ 
emy, where he has just 
finished a two year 
course. 

He achieved England 
level but had to put sport 
on hold to finish his aca¬ 
demic studies. However, 
he intends to resume his 
pursuit of international 
status when he attends 
Plymouth University in 
September where he 
hopes to play for top UK 
side Plymouth Raiders. 

Paul meantime returned 
to athletics at Dorchester, 
but this time instead of 
giving up in frustration, 
made a positive decision 
which puts him on the 
threshold of a wonderful 
success story. 

Paul is a very polite, 
unassuming young man 
and physically does not 
appear to have the prob¬ 
lems he does, a problem 
which extends not only in 
everyday life but also 
within athletics. 

Kate explains: “Non ac¬ 
ceptance or denial has 
been a double edged 
sword. On the one hand it 
has enabled him to be¬ 
come the athlete that he is 
today, but on the other, his 
hard work has masked his 
disability to such an ex¬ 
tent that many, especially 
in the work place cannot 
understand how someone 
who appears so ‘normal’ 
has so much difficulty 
with physical tasks. They 
fall into the trap of assum¬ 
ing that he must have a 
mental disability which is 
quite frustrating. Even 
within disability athletics 
they are still trying to de¬ 
termine whether or not he 
should continue to hold a 
T36 classification (track 
athlete with cerebral palsy 
affecting all four 
limbs) because he is so 
phenomenal. It would be 
ironic if they de-classified 
him because he is too 
able. We remind him that 
many people thought Seb 


Coe was too good to be 
true and must have 
cheated in some way - 
many people also think 
the same of Usain Bolt.” 

One problem the family 
face is supporting Paul fi¬ 
nancially to help achieve 
what every athlete 
dreams, the opportunity 
of Olympic success. 

It is estimated that it 
will cost around £10,000 
a year to cover his travel¬ 
ling expenses, kit and 
equipment but he cur¬ 
rently only receives a 
small grant of £2,000 
from the authorities. He 
supplements this working 
two days a week in the 
Town Mill Bakery in 
Dorchester but it is obvi¬ 
ously not enough to cover 
his costs. 

The family have already 
made so many sacrifices 
both emotionally and fi¬ 
nancially it would be trav¬ 
esty if an opportunity like 
this were to be denied 
someone who has over¬ 
come so much, and there¬ 
fore through the View 
From we are appealing 
for sponsors to help him 
achieve his goal.

Tea and history anyone? 


T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme 
Regis on the 11th June 1685 to challenge 
King James'claim to the throne, following 
the death of Charles II. He assembled an army in 
excess of 3,000 men and marched to Sedgemoor 
in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than 
a month. Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five 
Judges came to Dorchester with the infamous 
Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was that of the 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685,312 cases were heard in the 
Oakroom at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of 
these 292 were sentenced to death. Only 74 were 
executed, with 175 transported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - 
was later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange 
landed in Torbay, Jeffreys was captures and im¬ 
prisoned in theTower of London. He died in 1689 
while awaiting trial, probably of natural causes.

Rumours at the time said he has been poisoned 
while in theTower and that his body had been re¬ 
turned to Dorchester and walled up in the Court¬ 
room - now the Oakroom.

DORCHESTER Cricket Club looks 
to have no worries about its fu¬ 
ture on the pitch with a plethora 
of young talent coming through 
its ranks, and its all thanks to the 
coaching system that was intro¬ 
duced around eight years ago.

Then there were just two quali¬ 
fied coaches with more young 
lads than they could adequately 
cope with, and so John Sibley and 
Pete Tucker looked at ways of im¬ 
proving the system. 

They sought more people and 
with the help of the club paying 
for them to become qualified the 
idea was sprung. The extra 
coaches encouraged the expan¬ 
sion of the youth set up and 
today there are around 12 quali¬ 
fied coaches including four who 
are under 18 years old. 

Pete Tucker said: "It really has 
been a success story. The four 
young lads are ones that we have 


coached through the club, and it 
is great to see them now able to 
help the younger players." 

The club now has five teams 
under the age of 15 and under 18, 
each with a team manager, and a 
third team playing in the Dorset 
League formed three years ago 
comprising mainly of young play¬ 
ers. 

Such is the success of the youth 
policy that the club are looking at 
forming a fourth team for season 
2012 . 

Several of the players have 
made the transmission from the 
third team and are now play in 
the senior sides, the best example 
being James Dunham. 

Seventeen-year-old James has 
now secured a regular place in 


the firstst team, having been 
called up during last season. His 
progress has been spectacular, 
and last year not only did he win 
the club's first team Bowler of the 
Year award, he was sixth in the 
Dorset Premier League averages; 
a sensational achievement. 

The second team, who before 
the formation of the third side 
regularly struggled for players, 
now boast six teenagers in Nick 
Roe, Joe Power, Ian Legg and 
Hugh Pryce who have come 
through the coaching system, 
and Lewis Chutter and John Legg 
who have joined Dorchester from 
village sides to improve their 
game. 

All this has made room for an¬ 
other influx of even younger play¬ 


ers to make their mark in the third 
team including Sam Roles (13), 
Nick Beer (15) and George Chubb 
(17). 

Dunham, Power, Pryce and Roe 
all play for the Dorset U17s and 
some for the Dorset U21 side, 
whilst the club can boast an Eng¬ 
land international in Callum 
Tucker, Pete's son, who is a regular 
in the disabled team. 

Tucker concluded: "It is great to 
see so many young players come 
through and make their name in 
the game. It was frustrating years 
ago to see lads drift off and play 
for other sides after you had 
coached them, but now with the 
set-up we have here at Dorch¬ 
ester we are building for the fu¬ 
ture of the club."
